1. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Claims 28-35 are considered allowable since when 
reading the claims in light of the specification, as per In re 
Donaldson Co. , Inc. , 29 USPQ 2d 1845, 1850 (Fed. Cir. 1994), or 
In re Sneed , 710 F.2d 1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385, 388 (Fed. Cir. 
1983) , none of the references of record alone or in combination 
disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in 
the independent claims including using the specific symbol 
sequence, specified in claims 28, and 31.
